BIO-1: If project activities occur during the
breeding season (February 1 through August
31), a qualified biologist shall conduct a
breeding survey no more than 14 days prior to
project activities to determine if any birds are
nesting in trees on or adjacent to the study
area. This shall include areas where water
wells and security fencing will be installed.

If active nests are found close enough to affect
breeding success, the qualified biologist shall
establish an appropriate exclusion zone
around the nest. This exclusion zone may be
modified depending upon the species, nest
location, and existing visual buffers.
